parents' home in Toledo and slew his 
mother by hitting her over the head 
with a hammer. His father returned 
from work that night and found the 
woman dead on the 
kitchen 
floor. 


Money and jewelry had been stolen 
from a room upstairs. The police that 
night arrested Harvey at the home 
of a woman. He confessed.

zel has hope of a pardon or a parole. 
He smiled when the jury gave its ver- 
dict.
